EDITORIAL VISITS. 


In our last week's editorial as to material | 


features of Western Nevada, we deferred 
mention of the moral to the present. But 
the whole of the moral is everywhere de- 
pendent, directly or indirectly, upon the re- 
ligious; hence, in giving the religious, we 
give really all of the moral. In endeavor- 
ing thus to present the moral, we find.some 
things to encourage, yet more to alarm. 

In Virginia City are two able ministers. 
of the Gospel and three or four churches. 
Rev. Mr. Martin, the pastor of the Presby- 
terian Church, is laboring with an ability 
and energy which well answer, we believe, 
to the injunction of the Apostle, * Make 
full proof of your ministry.” 

But public worship is held in the Court 
room, as the Society has no church building 
of its own. In the present embarrassed 
state of finances it is not believed best- to 
build. The congregation will often number 
two hundred or more; the singing is excel- 
lent, and the Sunday School well conducted. 
The Methodists, with their also able pastor, 
Mr. Dun, have a fine brick place of wor- 
ship, and are generally prospering in all 
real interests. 

The Episcopalians have an enmsiien 
church building, and are also prospering ; 
but their former worthy pastor, Rev. Mr. 
Rising, has gone to the Islands with im- 
paired health. They have preaching once 
each Sunday, in the afternoon, by the Rec- 
tor from Gold Hill, the Rev. Mr. Lathrop. 

The Baptists have no preaching or regu- 
lar worship, though we believe they havea 
church organization. 

The colored Baptists have a small church 
building, but no preaching. All other ef- 
forts at religious organization have, we be- 
lieve, failed. 

Gold Hill bas Methodist and Episcopal 


other in a neat brick church of their own, 
though the first have just commenced the 
building of a place of worship, Each have 
Sabbath Schools. 

Dayton has regular Methodist preaching 
by the minister from Gold Hill, Rev. Mr..

The people also have employed a young 
and popular Presbyterian minister—Rev.

He 
has also preached at Ophir, and if their 
extensive quartz mill shall soon commence 
business again, he may yet labor at these 
two places. At present he is supplying 
the important Presbyterian church in Car- 
son, in the temporary absence of its highly 
esteemed pastor, Rev. Mr. White. They 
have a good brick church, large regular con- 
gregation, excelient choir, and fine Sabbath- 
School. - 

Phe Methodists worship in the public

There is also a Methodist minister at 
Crystal Peak, who preaches there and at 
Truckee Meadows. Besides these we know 
of no others: three Presbyterian ministers, 
five Methodist, and one Episcopal. 

But the religious and moral interests of 
Nevada in particular, as also in all the min- 
ing localities of this coast, including even 
most of our large enterprises. are fearfully 
repressed and alarmingly endangered by 
the fact that controlling men generally look 
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of the moral, religious, and conscientious 
views of other people. We doubt if there 


seven, in Nevada, or in the mining regions 
of the coast, but who would admit that he 
is, by necessity of business, as he calls it, 
violating conscience and setting aside more 
or less, moral convictions, excusing himself 
by saying he is compelled to do so. 

Men often tell us plainly they cannot 
make money without it, they cannot do 


daily food without it. 

With the exception of the Gould & 
Curry, we did not hear of a company in 
the Nevada mines whose workmen would 
not either be dismissed or be in danger of 
being thus dealt with, if they positively 
refused to labor a. regular day’s labor on 
‘the holy Sabbath. Now, to the ‘christian 
and to the conscientious man, in the same 
decalogue in which God says, “ Thou shalt 
not steal,” God says, “Keep the Sabbath 
day holy.” Now this last command is 
steadily and fearfully trampled upon, on the 
| plea that money, business, employment re- 
quire it. Thus, conscience is violated, the 


course entered on which leads to greater 
and greater immoralities and vice, until the 
evil is beyond description. 


| with this wé believe we can see, in Nevada 
| and elsewhere, that the local Sabbath viola- 


tion is steadily driving away the most tena- 
ciously upright, God fearing, conscientious 


| people, while those who feel compelled to 


stay yield more and more to the irifluence 
of worldliness, in opposition to the fear of 
God, so that, unless there is a reform bro’t 
about, no regular religious and moral good 
can be done for them; no growing, healthy 
-churches‘can be built up, and no revivals of 
pure religion can be experienced. Unless 
obedience to the commands of God is cho- 
sen above all money-making, under all cir- 
cumstances, the Spirit of God can not come 
to commune and bless an individual or a 
commynity. | 

The sin we speak of is one in which both 
moneyed men and working men are mutu- 
ally guilty. Every christian man of wealth 
who puts his money into a Sabbath break- 
ing quartz mill, sawing, or flour mill, stage, 
railroad, or other company which disregards 
the Sabbath day, is, we believe, as directly 
guilty before God as though he should go 
each Sabbath day, with pick and shovel, to 
work for such company. Both proprietors 
and workmen sin, even as, “if the blind 
lead the blind, they shall both fall into the 
ditch.” Neither can throw off the blame 
on to the other. = 

We know that christians in California 
have laid out immense sums in buying into 
Nevada mines and other Sabbath-breaking 
enterprises, and we know that in the very 
act they have lost outright thousands upon 
thousands of that money. 

Christian, in everything you are bound 
to see that as to your “cattle,” your prop- 
erty, the Sabbath is kept holy as really as 
for yourself. We heard of one man, a 
christian professor, a Methodist minister, 
who, this season, went over from California 
and invested six thousand dollars in a 
quartz mill which runs every Sabbath day. 
We doubt if that christian ever gets one 
thousand back again. For if the children 
of God engage in sin, and are prospered, 
they will go on in sin. Hence, they must 
meet with loss in their money or in 
their souls. The Calvinistic doctrine is, 
that it will he in the money; the Armenian 
that it will be in the soul. Either should 
alarm the erring cbristian. 

Nevada State has an excellent and effi- 
cient system of common schools, one which 
has been carried into so successful opera- 
tion as almost to preclude the possibility of 
independent schools. This is owing to the 
efforts of their able State Superintendent, 
Rev. Mr. White, of Carson. We visited 
some of the schools and would especially 
mention the one at Carson City as admira- 
bly conducted. We there, also, visited the 
Academy of Mr._Lawler, in which we spent 
half or three fourths of an hour. We 
heard two classes in arithmetic, and must 
say we never heard the equal in mathemat- 
ical recitations. Long examples were per- 
formed in interest and in complex fractions 
with rapidity and ease, and then explained 
with readiness by boys ten and eleven years 
of age, in a manner perfectly delightful to 
witness. At our request, long rows of fig- 
ures were written for them to add up, when, 
witha rapidity never before seen by us, 
they added them, repeating no name of fig- 
ures, but only uttering each increasing 
amount as the teacher’s pointer hastily 
passed up along the columns, surpassing all 
we had krown before. We were told out 
of the school that all the recitations were of 
the same rapid and correct character, but 
none of them appeared to be of the parrot 
manner of mere memorizing; all seemed

New Lake 
and the Excelsior District have grown to 
be an old story, except as the snow refusing 
to melt keeps us in suspense and on the 
gut vive. The recent storm added a foot 
and a half, more or less, to the amount al- 
ready on the ground, and called us, and 
especially the waiting souls that loafed 
around the hotels in the incipient metropo- 
lis, to further patience. We hear, at last,. 
that on the sunny slopes in the vicinity, 


the month of June finds some bare spots, 
and that the snow is: scarcely anywhere 
more than five feet deep. Prospecting will 
now begin in earnest. Population will 
flock in, and lots which have commanded 
fabulous prices while hidden under the 
snow, will be put to some service, and will 
gradually come to their level both iii 
graphically and financially. | 

The Grass Valley National is informed 
of a “rich strike lately made in the Knick- 
erbocker Ledge, which belongs to the Cali- 
fornia Company. The rock now being 
taken out will yield, it is supposed, more 
than $500 per ton.” Some of this ore is 
to be shipped to Grass Valley of reduction. 
This ledge is near “ the town limits of Mea- 
dow Lake, and is one of the largest crop- 
ping lodes in the District.” A sixty horse 
engine has been shipped for the hoisting 
It 
manifestly expects to have work to do. 

Eureka, also, in Nevada County, and on 
the Henness Pass road, between Nevada 
and Virginia, about twenty-five miles north- 
east of Nevada, is the center of another 
excitement. It is an old town, never of 
great importance, and, three months ago, 


deserted cabins. Now, it has 300 or 400 
men on the ground, and a prospect of 1,500 
shortly. More than sixty quartz ledges 
have been located in its vicinity, and work 
commenced upon them in downright ear- 
nest.” 

In consequence of these excitements,. and 
as showing the activity prevailing in the 


their County Recorder’s office “six men 
are kept constantly employed, and yet, if 
not-another document was brought in, it, 
will take this force from two to three weeks 
to get their work done up to thisdate. Lo- 


deeds of property, and other documents, are 
continually coming in from all parts of the 
county, besides a considerable business 
which has been done in the way of buying 
and selling Meadow Lake ground in Vir- 
ginia City.” 


A letter in the Sacramento Union glowing- 
ly describes it, but in a way which suggests 
the suspicion that its writer has feet to sell. 
Items in the Shasta Courter, however, seem 
to confirm his statement. The locality is 
about eight miles south*of Shasta. The 
ore is of silver, mainly. The lodes are: 
narrow, but running, as they do, in series, 
several can be tapped by one tunnel. The 
Courier says: “There are nine different 
lodes discovered and located, from which 
silver can be fried out from the croppings, 
in an ordinary fire. These are the Chicago, 
Eclectic, Eagle, Big Central, Crystal, Union, 
Detroit, Dubuque, and Dayton. The Pa- 
cific is another location in the same vicinity, 
and of. great richness in gold. These 
ledges assay, from croppings, from pee, to 
$1,200 per ton.” 

The Chicago seems to been the ear-: 
liest and perhaps the most promising dis-' 
covery, having not only an abundance of 
rich ore, but advantages in water power, 
etc., for working it. “The Crystal series 
consists of three lodes, from fifty to sixty 
feet apart, and traceable for three miles. 
The croppings brought in assay over $600 
in silver alone. The Honey Comb mill last 
week was cleaned up after a run of fifty- 
three tons of rock. The result, after melt- 
ing and assay, was a fraction over $1,545.”

More than 200,000 children have been under in- 
struction in the schools of this Society since its 
formation in 1798. 


— Authentic information has been micebund that 
the British Government has notified the Cunard 
Company of the termination of their mail subsidy 
when the present contract expires next year. The 
policy of discontinuing special subsidy grants for 
the Transatlantic mail service under which a sys- 
tem of monopoly was granted to certain steamship 
lines, and of establishing a self-sustaining ocean 
service on the basis of postage earnings, inaugura- 
ted by the Postoffice Department of this country, 
and so successfully maintained and defended by 
Postmaster General Dennison in his administration | 
of the Department, is thus concurred in by the 
British Government. 


— It appears, from a communication to the 
Navy Department, in answer to the resolution of 
the House, calling upon the several departments | 
for information in relation to appointments, that 
there are employed in the one named 67 clerks, of 
whom 20 served in our army or navy during the 
rebellion. Further, there are none among them 
who were engaged in the rebellion. Since March 
3, 1865, when a resolution was passed that soldiers 
and sailors should have the preference.in appoint- 
ments, no one has been appointed in the Navy De- 
partment who has not served in the army or navy. 


— The Scattered Nation, a paper devoted to the 
interests of the Jews, says that more than 20,000 
of them have been converted during the present 
century. One minister at Berlin has baptized 200. 
There are 2,000 Jewish proselytes living in that 
city. People would perceive more clearly these 
results if Jews did not live in Christian countries, 
for now those who profess Christ are lost among 
the general population.
